'i'bo meeting held last niglit to talcb.iiito 
c.onsiilerp.lioii tha conduct of tlio House of 
Assembly on tlin qiiuslion uf the Uovcrnor'ti 
resideoca was, .without exception,; the Icrgest 
anii most importaDt pnblio asse'iiiblage' thai 
b(i8 ;et been held upon the lalaiid. It was 
evident frotn the debute on the flret rcsolutiuii 
that ibo feeling of the meeting was aguiasi 
tbe membert, and WO only regret that the en-, 
tbttilasm for His Excellency tbo Governor 
^03 allowed to Inieifero in one or l\vo instan- 
oes with that love uf Tuir play, so essentially 
apart of uu Engli.sli nudietice. In a, limt>, 
howuver, of uiui.'sual e,\cileriu'iit we are ver) 
apt to bo cairied away with the stieogtli oi 
1 oor.froliogs; and tbe .mere ibought of dis 
courtesy having been shown to Governui- 
Kennedy was enough to arouse in the liioasts 
ol thoao present an indignation strong enough 
to ovi:roonie iu a few instii'jcea, the b-ittor 
jiulgmeiit of the meeting. It is a proof, how- 
ever, of the hold the bubject bad luken on tho 
public naind. . ^ . 

Tbe deoieion of the meeting against the As 
Bcmbly cotiflrms tha position we have taken 
on this question. It was uviJent last night to 
tho most impartial observer that Ihc House 
docs not represent the people of Vancouver 
Island. Tho few membeis of that body who 
bad the manliness to come forward and face 
pnblio opinion, were received in a manner that 
eviJenlly tried lliuir nerve. They did their 
ht's,!, however, under the cirl.'Uln^IallC('S . Mi 
DuCoatno.i made a clear and Coucitia state- 
meotof the action of the House on tbo condi 
tioo of tbe Colony in connection with the 
Crown Lands. His special pleading on tlie 
"re80lations"of February ,and llie recent ocurse 
of tbe Uouso on the question of residi nee w'a^ 
n really praisewurt'iy ellurt ; but it was evi- 
dent it did not cover the real question — tlie 
discourteous manner in which tlie GoveroorV 
communications were dealt with by tbe As- 
aembly. 

Drs. Helineken and Tolmie were equally 

unfortunate in Sulisfying tho public on thi> 

head. Their unlucky oniiactioti with the 

Hudson Bay Company made them less ue- 

ceptable to tho pnblio tlian the. membor 

{or tlie oily ; and the loose e-icpressions of 

the Speaker in tho Oouso, sul jecied him tn 

the indignant charges of disloyalty from the 

meeting. We are sorry that this unh.-ippy 

speech ol tho Doctor was nllowcd to have 

been uttered in the House of Assembly un 

'challenged ; makiog as it did tbe members 

equally guilty with the Speaker. Bccaoso 

wo feel convinced it was in a spirit of fraitnage 

and nothing nrore that the olfeDsive words were 

nlicied. We have had frequent occasions of 

opposing tho Doctor, on public grounds, and 

on favoring tho iniquitous p'jliey of the 

Hudson Bay Company ; but we have never 
had the slightest reason to call in question 

tho gentleman's loyally. His remarks, no 

doubt, were ine.KOusable, on the ground of Par 

liamcntary eouriesy ; but, although twiltin!; 

the Doctor in a few issues back on the Hud- 
Bon's 15ay oliaractetistica of turning everytliinf; 
to worldly advattage, we most do tbe gentle- 
man the justice to say that he is the beat of 
tho Company's adherents, and as loyal as it 
is possible for a warm sapportar of tbe past 
administration to be. 

It lias been stated by the members that the 
press has misled the public on this qucstiou, 
and (bat it has endeavored to excite popular 
feeling against the Legislature. So far as we 
are concerned, we do not think such a charge 
can De reaconahly made. Th.it wc wislied to 
see a change in the composition of the prc- 
sout House we admit; and wu believe if a 
thorough change could be made, it would provo 
tbe groatest blassiog to the oouotry that couid 
possibly happen. But on tbo question 
al i'sue, so far frntn misleading tho 
public, wu lui'.'C endeavored to place llic iiiul- 
ler fairly though forcibly before thotu. Wo 
pointed out, what was not touohed upon by 
any of tha speakers, and which was cleverly 
evaded by the members, that tho debate in 
the House on the residence topic, 
according to iho members' own peculiar 
viisw.-i, opened u,i the whole q'lesiiiin of the 
civil lisl. Their excuse, therefore, tliat the 
questioD was beyond their authority was 
clearly untenable, when they allowed tbe 
matter to come up for debate. II they were 
bound by the resolutions of [•"ebruary to take 
no action in the matter, why did they bring 
tho question up fur discussion and risk tho 
vote? 

There is only one thing we regret in this 
matter, -he representation of the ;ountry 
is so unequally divided that, as we hiive al- 
ready said, we almost tear that a laruo miiii- 
ber ol thu present membi.'rs will ;U the iit xl 
general idueln'ii In' a^'.nin reliirn.' I. Tli.> ali- 
eurdily of tliia coiuliiinn ol all'.iirs is plainly j 
perceptible in the (act that alth uii^h pullic ' 
opinion uiimislakibly pronounces ngaiiKU 
tho members, yet the groat innj.irity 
han obtain seat;, in spilo of the 
popular voice. We cannot, however, 
remain lon^ in ihis ailotnalutis cuiidiliiiu. l lie 
will of the -inhabilanls can now be heard und 
felt B8 the occasion demands. The tenure of 
tbe House will every day be more and mure 
dependent on those outside; and now that we 
have obtained a (invernor who is an.x'uns to 
do what the piMiple rciiuire — and who lia,s re- 
ceived from the inhaliilants la.st ni^^ht a jMiar- 
onleo of tluir unwavering und determined 

support, we ahull have little reason wo believe ; ri.i.^'r n'oit' !.!.-< n; t;i 
to grumble in the fuloro.
